THE JAPANESE GENERALS, 


THE ‘BRAIN’ OF THE ARMY. 
The following interesting dotaila of the 
services of the Japancse military leaders 
are givon in a leader of The Standard's 
special war correspondont in Tokio ;-- 
GENERAL KODAMA, ‘ 
The man who is réaponsible for the plan 
of campaign is General Kodama. He is 
the brain of the Japsneso Army, I sat 
next him at lunch the other day, in the 
Nobles’ Olub, and ho talked tlowera and 
Formosa. He knew that I was thinking 
of Korea. ‘If you come to Formosa J 
will give you a good time,” The Baron is 
Governor of thut Ucautiful island, as 
woll as Assistant Chief of tho Staff, 
‘Thero are tlowere in Foromea,’ said the 
Goneral, with a araile. From a dainty bowl 
of blue and white ho took a sweect-scentod 
lily, and put it into my hand. In ex- 
change, I gave him a ‘compliment that 
pleased him. Daron Kodama is like 
Lord Roborts, Ho has the alert figure, the 
soldierly bearing, and the keen faco. Tho

authority of the Mikado. His clansmen 
were the first to lay aside armour and 
aword and spert, and to adopt the riflo nnd 
discipline and tuctics of Europe. Baron 
Kodama was siztcen years old when Japan 
threw off her feudal chains, His father 
died in his fifth year, and left him to the 
care of a son-in-law, who seven years fater 
was the victim of political ausassins, At 
thirteen Kodama was struggling with 
poverty und family responsibility. The 
revolution swept him into the forces ar- 
raigned against feudalism, and when only 
sixteen he was fighting the Daimios and 
their two-sworded rotsiners, who had ruled 
tho land for eight conturios, 

In 1872 feudalism was dead ; Shogun 
and Daimios were driven into private fife, 
and the Emparor was rescued from enforced 
seclusion at Kioto.. But disaffection as- 
sumed a new form, and'in 1874 the Pro- 
vince of Hizen, ono of the four that had 
combined against the Shogun, broke out in 
rebollion as a protest against the introduc- 
tion of European methods und ideas. 
Kodama was a Captain, baying received 
his company twelve months before, and 
was Bent tu Suga as Adjutant of the Osska 
Division. In ten days the rebols ware de- 
feated, yet they fought long endug) to 
rove the metal of the young Captain.
